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WESTERN CANADA HAS NOW 
TAKEN UP COMPARATIVELY 
_ NEW iNDUSTRY 


Ten Companies With a Combined Capl- 


tal Approaching a Million Dollars | 


Are Now Operating in tie Province 
of Alberta—Protection For Breed- 
ere. 


Mile by mile thin lines of steel are 
ereeping rapidly northward from 
Edmonton into the great hinterland 
of Alberta. Civilization is making its 
way into flelds long the home of the 
Indian and the trapper. Not con- 
tent with this the men of civilization 
are offering opposition to the Indian 
and the trapper. Fur farms, upon 
which live black and silver grey foxes 
ere carefully raised and nurtured in 
surroundings made as mitch like the 
wild as possible, are now being 
Biarted extensively throughout the 
province. 

The black fox is probably the most 
valuable fur bearing animal in exis- 
tence today, and its comparative 
rarity, coupled with the uncertainty 
in the supply of skins as taken by 
the Indians and trappers each year, 
bas turned the attention of fur men 
throughout the western provinces to 
the possibilities that lie in the rais- 
ing of these animals in captivity. 

Although this business of raising 
Black foxes, is by no means new, 
having been carried o1 in Prince Ed- 
ward Island for sonie twenty years, it 
Was not until recently that men ‘[n 
the western provinces became alive to 
the profits that exist in thi indus- 
try. . 

The influx of a large number of 
buyers from Eastern Canada, and the 
Uniicd States during the seasons of 
1912 and 1913, however, started a 
boom. The great number of live 
fotes brought down from the north 
euring that time, and the huge sums 
paid in many cases for these animals 
when delivered to Athabasca Landing, 
and Edmonton, instantly brought the 
business Wide publicity. 

The boom reachec its height dur- 
ing the spring and summer of 1913. 
During the months from March to 
September of last year, over half a 
yillion dollars was invested in fox 
puppies, and grown animals of the 
black and silver grey varieties. Most 
of this was spent by buyers from) 
Dasiern Canada, although William 
HN. Kane, representing the fox farm 
of that name at Ogden, Pennsylvania 
took out animals to the value of 
£287,000. 

Following the wide publicity given 
the various big deals, business men, | 
as well as fur buyers and traders, in 
Northern Alberta turned their atten- 
tions to the business, and fox farming 


is now stepping into the ranks as aj walks to perform their work, just as

statement respecting the lands actual- 
ly required for power purposes at this 
point. ng the summer of 1913 an 
extensive /topographical survey of 
this important pover site was made 
by the Dominion water power branch, 
to enable the enginecrs of the govern- 
ment interested in power and naviga- 
tion to design a scheme of power de- 
velopment which would realize the 
best uge of the power resources of the 
river without any impairment of fut- 
ure navigaticn. The hydrographic in- 
vestigations that have been under way 
for the last coup’, of years show that 
the river varies from 4,200 second feet 
at low water to about 160,000 second 
feet at flood time. While this varia- 
tion is very considerable regulation 
can be provided to make a power de- 
velopment at Grand Rapids a profit- 
able undertaking. In any event, the 
action of the engineers of the Domin- 
jon water power branch in having a 
thorough survey made and in arrang- 
ing for reservation of the Dominion 
land required for power shows that 
conservation is being carried out in 
practice as well as in theory. 


Barbers Come High In Canada 

The barber shops of Canada and the 
United States are said to be as fine as 
any in the world and to charge the 
highest prices. Comparatively few 
cities of Europe use high revolving 
chairs and many of these run their 
barber shops in connection with mea’s 
furnishing stores. 


In most European cities a hair cut 
and a shampoo costs six cents, and 
in parts of Londor a shave costs four 
cents. In some Italian cities one cent 
is charged for a shave and two certs 
for a hair cut, and in Turkey barbers 
take their entire pay in tips. 

Many German barbers make wigs 
and switches while waiting for cus- 
tomers and many French barbers 
do ladies’ hair dressing. Austrian bar- 
bers are compelled to serve apprentice- 
ships for four years, on pay beginning 
at 41 cents a week and ending at $1.02 
a week, before ‘hey can own their 
shops. 

Syrian barbers seat their custom- 
ers in straight backed chairs before 
tiny wall mirrors, and fix queer 
shaped pans «bout their. throats. 
Then they rub or with their fingers 
lather made from cheap soap. 

In India your barber calls at yeur 
house and shaves you every morning 
for $2 a month. 

In China the barbers carry stools, 
smail tubs, razors and scissors abcut 
the streets, stopping. on the side- 


scissors grinders do in. America.

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CHILDREN DRIVEN TO SUICIDE 


Pupils in Schools of Germany Break 
Break Down From Overstudy 
The end of the winter schoui term 
in Germany has again been marked 
with the psychelogical problem and 
annual mani tion which has con- 

ted school authorities and govern- 
ment for years—the inevitable epidem- 
ic of suicides of school children. 

Again the stiff annual spring ex- 
aminations have literally proved the 
“hari-kari” for the boys nervously 
broken down by overstudy under the 
tremendous pressure of the German 
school system These. boys preferred 
death to the 1eproaches of father and 
mother and the gibes of their com- 
panions because they failed. 

Just how many families havé- dis- 
covered too late that they were driv- 
ing their sons to death by their goad- 
ing, their threats if they«did not pass, 
their reproaches because they did not 
jlearn faster, and daily upholding be- 
fore them that they would be the dis- 
graee of their parents if they failed 
is not yet known, as all the returns 
are not all in. The number, however, 
is said to be in excess of last spring. 

In Berlin Hang Jirjann, aged 18, 
failed to pass in high school, and 
promptly fired the contents of an anto- 
matic pistol into his chest. The same 
Cay the 15 years old son of a printing 
house proprietor threw himself in 
front of a train at the Jannowitz sta- 
tion and was ground to death. In the 
pocket of his coat was found a note. 
It read: “I failed. I cannot go home.” 
That same afternoon2the body of a boy, 
aged 17, son of a clerk in the city 
council, was fished out of the river 
Spree. He, too, sad failed in his ex- 
amination. 

In no country is education the “gate” 
in fact the only entrance to employ- 
ment, occupations and professions, as 
in Germany. Almost every occupa- 
tion or calling except menial work, is 
barred to all except those who have 
succeeded in obtaining the one-year 
certificate or diploma, which entitles 
the holder to serve but one year in the 
army instead of two and to wtarge ex- 
tent practically determines his social 
and economic chances of the future. 


Uncrowned Kings 

Apart from the fact that he was the 
most successful chocolate manufac- 
turer in the world, W. Henry Menier, 
who died recently, had another claim 
to distinction. He was monarch of 
Anticosti, an island in the mouth of 
the St. Lawrence, one hunderd and 
twenty-five miles long and fifty miies 
broad, which he purchased in 1896 
for £25,000.

WILL MAKE TRIP TO 
TEST ARCTIC. RATIONS 


SIR ERNEST SHACKLETON GOES 
TO NORWAY GLACIERS TO 
TRY OUT PLANS 


A Preliminary Trial Expedition to be 
Made to Norway to Test Rations and 
Equipment Before Leaving For the 
Antarctic Cont'nent. 


With the thoroughness which has 
always characterized his work, Sir 
Ernest Shackleton is about to make a 
preliminary trial expedition under Arc- 
tic conditions in the glaciers of Nor- 
way. This will b> for the special pur- 
pose of testing the rations for his trip 
across the Antarctic continent, which 
he hopes to make in four and a half 
months’ time. 

No party ever started out, without 
having food depots, to make such a 
distance as that in a straight line, but 
Sir Ernest and his men have made 
special preparations for the attempt. 
They have, with the aid of the Royal 
Army Medical corps, evolved the “per- 
fect ration.” It will average only 
thirty-five ounces daily, as compared 
with the three pounds or more con- 
sumed by the average man, but it is 
believed it represents the highest nu- 
tritive value for polar travel. 

Sir Ernest will be accompanied by 
five members of his staff when he goes 
to Norway tao conduct experiments 
with these rations and also test his 
tents and motor sleds. 

The party will don polar kit and 
travel among the glaciers. While ihe 
cold will not be as intense as in the 
polar regions, the country will furnish 
the same sort of sudden blizzards as 
are experienced in the Antarctic. The 
party will test the effect and poteacy 
of the rations in most detailed fashion. 

Shackleton’s new ship, the Endur- 
ance, has been almost completely fit- 
ted in Norway and will arrive at the 
London docks ths month. It is eighteen 
feet longe: than his last ship, Nimrod. 
It is a beautiful specimen of wooden 
shipbuilding, and probably the last of 
its class that will be constructed. Its 
whole kee! is made of solid oak five 
and a half feet thick, and its sides are 
two feet thick. It belongs to the bark- 
entine class, has the latest triple ex- 
pansion engines and will steam ten 
knots an hour. It is fitted to con- 
sume both oil and coal. When in the 
ice oil will be substituted for coal, 
which will mean economy if it is de- 
layed in the pack, as che boilers can 
be kept warm and full heat generated 
quickly. When the oil has been used 
the tanks will be filled with water bal- 
last. 

The dogs, which constitute an im- 
portant factor in the expedition, are a 
cross between-a wolf anda Scotch 
stag hound, and have been bred in 
Northern Canada. The lightest of 
them will turn the scales at eighty 
pounds, whereas the heaviest dog with 
tre last Shackleton expedition weigh- 
ed forty-five pounds. They have been

“Their conduct has not changed but 
instantly on the passage of the law 
they became the most despised crim- 
jnals. 

“Of the 106,369 persons arrested in 
Chicago in 1913, one-half were charg- 
ed with violating laws that had not 
existed twenty years ago.” 

President Gemmill, who is judge of 


a municipal court, recommended the 
purchase by the state of farms to 
which to commit convicts.

Cathedrals and Ecclesiastical Corpor- 
ations Dissolved—Bishops Lose

The first bill to become law under 
\the operation of the parliament act is 
| the Welsh dis-establishment bill, 


which passed its third reading in the 
house of commons. 

Renewed interest--has been taken 
in the Welsh dis-establishment bill 
jowing to its importance to the church 
and churchmen. Under the parlia- 
ment act the bill automatically be-| 
comes law after its third massage by 
the house of commons no matter what 
action the house of lords may take. 

Among other things the bill pro- 
vides that so far as Wales and Mon- 
mouth are concerned, the Church of 
England will cease to be established 
by law; all cathedrals and ecclesias- 
tical corporations will be dissolved; 
the bishops of the four Welsh dio- 
ceses Will cease to be members of the 
house of lords; the political eccles- 
jastical law will cease to exist as law, 
and no ecclesiastical court will have 
any coercive jurisdiction, the bishops 
and clergy men not be members of 
convocation of the province of Can- 
terbury. 


Persia’s Ruin Complete 

The once world empire Persia is de- 
scribed as a land that has gone ‘‘com- 
pletely. to rack and ruin” by a German 
army officer writing in the current 
number of the official organ of the 
General Staff.

They have written Com- 
missioner Strode telling him that 
sales of weight are far more satis- 
factory than measure. They declare 
customers are better satisfied and| 
clerks save time.

| KORAN IN TURKISH, 


ent Language—Arabic Is Used. 
Nine out of ten foreigners in Con- 
Btantinople usually think of the 
Koran as being written in the Turk- 
,ish language, wile as a matter of 
fact it is written in Arabic and in 
Arabic characters, The Turkish lan- 
guage, strange as it may seem, has 
no characters-of its own, and Turkish 
books are usually printed with Arabic 
or Greek characters. Hence the ex- 
citement in religious circles here on 
the. appearance of the Koran for the 
first time in the Turkish vernacular. 
The translation has been done by 
Idrahim Bey Hilmy, a learned Orien- 
tal, who, by giving Turks an oppor- 
tunity of expressing their religious 
| sentiments in their own mother 
tongue, will doubtless be suitably 
rewarded by both church and state. 
Most Moslems hold that no rell- 
Ee services are valid unless said 


in Arabic, the sacred language of 
the Koran, and thus we have shieks 
and preachers in India, Persia, China 
and Afghanistan learning texts of the 
Koran by heart, without always 
understanding the meaning of the 
sounds they produce. 

The Sheik-ul-Islam at Constantj- 
nople has heretofore prohibited the 
publication of the Koran in the Ver- 

nacular on the plea that, since no 
translator could strictly conform to 
the original, he would be sure to 
make mistakes, ani these mistakes 
would be sacrilege. In this the 
Sheik has usually been supported 
by the Prime Minister, and the 
young Turks, who, in spite of the 
liberal ideas on religion that some 
of them are known to entertain, can- 
not go against popula, feeling on so 
important a matter. But it seems 
that Ibrahim Bey Hilmy, who is 
master of both Arabic and Turkish, 
to say nothing of Persian, Hebrew 
and Greek, has produced a transla- 
tion which the leaders of Islam by 
a majority applaud. Thus is it that 
the sacred traditions of centuries is 
broken.

PACKING HINT. 


Garments. 

Heavy outdoor garments should be 
hung on a well padded coat hanger, 
with the weight entirely suspended 
from the shoulders. One piece dresses 
should be hung in the same way, held 
with a light, loose stitch taken in the 
shoulders of the garment. The sleeves 
of dresses and blouses which are to be 
hung in wardrobes and closets should 
be stuffed with tissue paper. 

Light colored dresses that are apt 
to fade and soil readily should be pro- 
tected from all danger of dust by 
being hung in fitted bigs of calico or 
muslin, which slip over the hanger 
and are rounded in shape at the top 
to fit the shoulder or curve line of the 
hanger. These coverings are made 
long and deep, reaching several 
inches below the lower edge of the 
dress and button at the top over the 
hanger. Blue tissue paper should al- 


ways be placed botween packed away | 


white materials that are not wash- 
able, such as fine lace, chiffon, silk 
and satin, 

Waists and dresses of chiffon and 
similar materials need most careful 
packing. Not only should such gar- 
ments be thoroughly padded to hold 
their shape, but flat pieces of tissue 
paper should also be laid over each 
fold or fulness in the material after 
creasing or turning it to fit into the 
space, 

When packing, no creases should 
ever be left without padding, or the 
creases will become deep and _  s0 
|marked in the material that it is apt 
to become cut or to wear out at this 
point. Stuff the sleeves of coats with 
tissue paper. Lay creased pads of 
the tissue paper on the inside of the 
coat down each side. Put more pad- 
ding in the bust. Fold the arms over 
the front of the coat. If it is necess- 
ary to bend the sleeves do so between 
the elbows and cuffs. Under the 
*rease lay padding, over which fold 
the sleeve. If the skirt of the coat 
is long it should be folded over from 
the back to the front to fit the coat 
into the straight line at the sides. 
(n these creases lay more padding. 

The hat which is to be packed 
away at the end of the season should 
first be very carefully cleaned and 
freed from all dust both in the hat 
itself and in the trimming. It is 
better to rip off the trimming, as it 
will probably not be used in the same 
way next season. If it is ribbon or 
silk roll it carefully on stiff paper. 
The crown of the hat should 
stuffed out with tissue paper and the 
crim fastened as flat and smooth as 
vossib’e, 

The important thing in the packing 
ind keeping of furs is thorough clean- 
iness. They should be carefully 
shaken and exposed to the sun and 
fresh air for at le@st twenty-four 
nours before packing away. Wrap 
them in dark brown paper and hang 
na dark, cool place. They should

Scarfs and coats should be hung 
ipon hangers, covered with paper and 
then sewed into light muslin or linen 
bags. Muffs should be hung upon a 
rod, held by heavy cords at each end 
ind stuffed out, and should never be 
aid together flatly with the weight 
of one muff pressing down upon an- 
other,

VEGETABLE IVORY. 


Many People Think Turkish Is Pres- | How to Hang Away and Store Various [deal Material For Buttons Grown In 


South America, 

Most of the buttons now in use on 
wearing apparel are derived from the 
ivory nut grown in South America 
The history of their origin is inter- 
esting. About a half century ago 
rubber gatherers in the forests of 
northern Ecuador noticed a peculiar 
species of palm which they found in 
great numbers whose fruit was a nut 
‘miniature head of a colored man. 
These nuts were called ‘‘negritos”’ 
and it was found that the kernels 
when thoroughly dried had the ap- 
pearance and texture of dentine ivory. 
Samples were shipped to Europe, and 
| it was soon found that they furnished 
,an ideal material for buttons. The 
|dried kernel can %e sawed, carved 
}and turned into all sizes and shapes 
of buttons, while the texture is such 
| that it readily absorbs dyes and will 
| take on a high and permanent polish. 

Henceforth the ivory nut became 
an important product, and now adds 
considerably to Ecuador's export 
trade. Something like 20,000 tons 
are shipped from that country every 
year, worth about $1,700,000, while 
Colombia and Paname are both in- 
creasing their output, 

The tagua, to use its common 
name, grows near the west coast of 
South America from southern Pan- 
ama through Colombia, Ecuador and 
the northern part of Peru. It is most 
plentiful along the eastern slopes of 
the Andes. The seeds or kernels re- 
sulting from these are first in the 
\forms of sacks of sweet, refreshing 
liquid that changes into a soft, del- 
icious, edible pulp and finally be- 
comes the hard nut of commerce. 

A group of 60 to 90 nuts are en- 
cased in a huge, knobby, rough brown 
{husk, which looks something like a 
huge chestnut burr and which opens 
at the bottom when the nuts are ripe 


gathering of green or unripe tagua 
nuts is prohibited by law in Ecuador. 
The trees are said to begin bearing 


to 100 years. 

Hundreds of natives, called tagu- 
aros, make a business of gathering 
these nuts from the wild trees of the 
interior of Ecuador, collect them on 
rafts and float them down the rivers 
to Esmeraldas or other Pacific ports, 
where they are sold in open markets 
to the exporters.

On Jan. 19, 1635, an attempt was 
made to solve the problem of London 
traffic by vestricting the number of 
hackney coathes, Charles I, issued a 
‘proclamation setting out that “hack- 
ney coaches are not only a great dis-
